OKLAHOMA CITY.

R ailroads yesterday w ere ordered by 
the state corporation commission to 
m ake refund of I cent a mile in all 
cases w here a cash fare of 4 cents a 
mile is collected from passengers in 
O klahoma. 
The order will m ean a saving of 
thousands of dollars to passengers in 
the course of a year, according to VV. 
D. H um phrey, chairm an of the com­ 
mission. 
The roads have been collecting 4 
cents a mile in all cases w here pas­ 
sengers were not supplied with tick­ 
ets. T he commission will allow the 
roads to co ntinue the collection of 4 
cents a mile as cash fare in order 
that the roads may have some check 
on such fares but where a cash fare 
is collected th e conductor will be 
required to give the passenger a re­ 
fund slip for one cent for each mile 
I paid.

W hen the travel soiled Americans 
I arrived at Co bien I by the thousand I 
; naturally there w as a grand rush to ( 
I send* out bundles of washing. T h e 1 
women were perfectly w illing to do j 
the work, but they demand* d a cake * 
of soap with each consignm ent of | 
I clothing. T he Americans scoffed at 
the suggestion. 
The laundries had all they could , 
do to attend to their old custom ers! 
and a lim ited number of new ones. • 
and bundle after bundle sent out by I 
generals and colonels and privates 
too were returned in a hurry. 
And 
back again to the w asherw om en went 
the bundles, and the wom en return­ 
ed them to the officers w ith the sim ­ 
ple explanation “ No soap." All the 
pleadings of the German speaking 
orderlies had absolutely no effect. 
Even the term s of th© arm istice 
were considered, but there was no 
reference to the shortage of soap, and 
so the situation becam e worse day 
after day. Just when it appeared that 
the Army of Occupation 
would 
be 
com pelled to get into 
the 
laundry 
business a United States sales com ­ 
missary opened in Coblenz and an of­ 
ficer discovered plenty of soap for a 
few' cents a cake. 
Then the bu n d les began going to 
th e w asherw om en again 
in

num bers and w rapped in the center of 
each was a nice little w hite piece of 
soap. And w lien the 
bundles 
cam e 
back all tilt' clothing w as clear and

That Oklahoma City will 
oppose 
the issuance of $50,000,000 in bonds 
! for the purpose of b u s i n g hard sur­ 
faced roads and that the rest of the 
state will favor such a measure was 
the opinion expressed at a Chamber 
of Commerce banquet here last even­ 
ing by Hon. Paul Nesbitt, member 
of the house of representatives and 
author of a good roads bill now be­ 
fore that body. Mr. Nesbitt said Ok­ 
lahoma City has her paved streets 
and is not willing to help any other 
I part of the state get good roads. 
That there is no serious differences 
between the law making bodies and 


I Governor Robertson was also affirm­ 
ed by Mr. 
Nesbitt. 
“Oklahoma 
is 
fortunate in having as her chief exec­ 
utive a man who has a broad view of 
| road development in this state. The 
j members of the legislature and Gov­ 
ernor want the same thing; they sim- 
| ply differ in a few details. There is 
plenty of common ground on which 
I they can unite.” 
Mr. Nesbitt went into the problem 
of building roads in Oklahoma, showr- 
ing where we have been wasting mon­ 
ey every year and showing that we 
shall continue wasting it unless we 
adopt some scientific and business 
like campaign for building roads as 
nearly permanent as possible. He be­ 
lieves it is no longer necessary to tell 
why we should have good roads; the 
Citizens of the state realize that we 
need them and need them badly. 
There are tw'o laws now before the 
Oklahoma Legislature, one introduc- 
j ed in the house and one in the sen­ 
ate. 
They differ in detail, but the 
object of both is the same. To prove 
•that we can afford to issue $50,000,- 
000 worth of bonds, the speaker said 
we are now' spending on roads $1.- 
100,000 which comes fro mautomo- 
bile taxes. With the right kind of 
collecting machinery, this could eas­ 
ily be made to yield $1,500,000. 
Four percent of the people of Okla­ 
homa now' own cars. 
In Missouri 
and other states where there are good 
roads, the percentage runs as high as 
eight or ten. W ith improved roads in 
this state, it is natural that the rev­ 
enue derived from automobile own­ 
ers would easily double aud even 
treble. 
The counties are no wgetfing $1,000- 
000 from the gross production tax 
and spending it on roads. With the 
income from the gross production and 
automobile tax, it is possible to issue 
I bonds to the extent of $50,000,000, 
pay the interest and retire the bonds 
in twenty-five years, without having 
levied any additional ad volorum tax. 
Mr. Nesbitt w'ent into the m atter 
of maintenance. Under the provision 
* of the bills now before the legisla­ 
ture. the property owners living along 
the road w’ould be required to pay a 
certain maintenance tax. This will 
mean that the roads will be kept in 
repair indefinitely. 
The roads will be built by com­ 
petent engineers and the money will 
be handled by men of unquestioned 
integrity and business ability. 
Col. Sidney Suggs, 
of 
Ardmore, 
j former Highway Commissioner, ad­ 
dressed the banqueters on the im­ 
portance of organizing a Pontotoc 
County Good Roads Association and 
j getting busy in helping to lay out 
1 highways. The first w’ork for this or­ 
ganization to do is to mark the Oil 
Cities Route through the county. This 
route extends from Tulsa through 
Vda and Ardmore to Wichita Falls, 
Texas.

Paul 
Smith, 
secretary 
of 
Chamber of Commerce of Ardmore, 
outlined the plan for the Oil Cities 
Route.

sent to the allied countries to inform 
the governments and peoples of Rus­ 
sia’s critical position. The members 
of the delegation are Vladimir Cur- 
ko; Nicholas Shebeko, formerly Rus­ 
sian ambassador at Vienna; Sergius 
Tretiaqoff, formerly president of the 
Russian Ecumerical Council; Alexan- 
•*r Titoff and Constantine Krovopo- 
skoff. The tw'o last named are moder­ 
ate Socialists. This mission when In 
Paris wa# headed by Professor Paul 
Miliukoff, leader of the Russian Con­ 
stitutional Democrats and formerly 
Foreign Minister, but his name is 
not included among those .who make 
public the appeal for help for Rus­ 
sia.______ 
Th^Hei^nan domination in Rus- 
tltWial splitting into 


representatives, "is contrary to the 
aspirations of the masses and of all 
the sane elements which demand the 
union of the whole country in a sin­ 
gle state whose ultimate fate must 
he determined by the free decision of 
the peoples inhabiting Russia. 
“ For this purpose active help is 
required from the Allies for all those 
parts of Russia which are in conflict 
of the Rolsheviki and who are striv­ 
ing to reunite and regenerate Rus­ 
sia. 
“ In the south this help must be 
given first of all to 
the

Bolshevik! in the Northern Caucasus. 
Besides, to create order, it is neces­

untary army into a vast army in the 
south of Russia and, together with 
Siberia and the northern territory 
to crush the Bolshevik! and to re­ 
unite the whole of free Russia in the 
coming spring. 
“Therefore tho allied help is not 
required for the purpose of taking an 
offensive against the Bolshevik! but 
lo create conditions th at will enable 
the sane elements to organize them ­ 
selves, to create a government mech­ 
anism and an army. All the rest as 
well as the internal organization of 
the country must be left to the Rus­ 
sians themselves. 
The Bolshevik army, say the Rus­ 
sian army delegates now 
has 
In­ 
creased to 500,000 men. According 
to the statem ent, the socialist mem­ 
bers of the delegation are of the opin­ 
ion that Soviet rule In Russia is the 
deadliest enemy to democracy.
